Dame Angela home

RENOWNED actress Angela Lansbury re- 
turns to her Poplar roots next month for 
a film festival named in her honour. 


The star of TV series Murder She Wrote is 
currently pulling in the crowds in the West End 
but she will come back to the East End as spe- 
cial guest at the Angela Lansbury Film Festival 
over the weekend of April 5 and 6.

Dame Angela (right) spent 
some of her early years in Poplar 
where her father, Edgar Lans- 
bury, was a mayor of the bor- 
ough of Poplar and her 
grandfather, George Lansbury, 
was MP for Bow & Bromley 

George Lansbury went onto 
lead the Labour Party from 1932 
until 1935 and spent his politi- 
cal life campaigning for social 
justice, women's rights and 
world disarmament. 

The Lansbury Estate in Poplar 
was named after him when it 
was built as part of the 1951 Fes- 
tival of Britain, as an example 
of 'housing for the people' after 
World War II. 

The 88-year-old actress re- 
turned to the London stage to 
critical acclaim last week to 
play Madame Arcati in Noel 
Coward's Blithe Spirit, after an 
absence of 40 years. 

The film festival, hosted 
by community organisation 
Poplar Film, will feature seven 
screenings curated by Dame 
Angela, as well more than 
50 films and other family 
entertainment. 

On Saturday, April 5, four 
films will be shown at Spotlight, 
a new creative youth space in

by Dame Angela, include 
Gaslight, for which she earned 
her first Academy Award nom- 
ination, and The Mirror Crack'd 
in which she plays Miss Marple 
alongside Elizabeth Taylor. 

The actor will be making two 
appearances on Sunday, April 6 
- she is due to give an intro- 
duction to a free outdoor fam- 
ily screening of Bedknobs and 
Broomsticks in Chrisp Street 
Market, Poplar at 12.30pm.

The aim of the activities is to 
record, discuss and celebrate the 
distinctive character of the area 
and invite residents to 
suggest how it could be devel- 
oped for the community. 

Organisers of the Chrisp Street 
On Air project took over a unit 
in Market Way last month and 
turned it into a recording 
studio which has been open to 
the public every Tuesday and 
Thursday.

which they hope will become 
a unique archive to inform fu- 
ture initiatives in the area.

£im for air 
ambulance 

LONDON’S Air Ambulance 
was awarded £1 million 
by the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in last week’s 
budget. 

The money will enable the 
charity to operate a second 
helicopter covering the capital 
and has been welcomed by 
chief executive Graham 
Hodgkin: “This is fantastic news 
for the people of London as it is 
thanks to their support we are 
able to celebrate this milestone 
in the charity's development. 

“£1 million will give us the 
opportunity to acquire a second 
helicopter. We estimate we'll be 
able to reach a further 400 pa- 
tients each year by helicopter.” 

The money will cover the 
cost of running a second aircraft 
and extended flying hours for 
one year. 


In memory of Island’s 
biggest war disaster

THE lives of 44 people 
who died on March 19, 
1941, when a bomb hit a 
community shelter on the 
Isle of Dogs, were remem- 
bered at a small gathering 
at the site of the disaster. 

Family and friends of the 
victims visited the riverfront 
area, which used to be known 
as Bullivant's Wharf, to lay flow- 
ers last Wednesday, March 19. 

More than 100 people had 
taken shelter in Bullivant's 
Wharf, a communal shelter by 
the Isle of Dogs riverfront off 
Westferry Road, which took a 
direct hit. As well as the 44 
people killed, 60 were injured. 

Keith Woods lost his paternal 
grandmother, Minnie, then 48, 
and his aunt Doris, who was 
19, during the World War II 
incident. 

He is campaigning for the 
erection of a memorial plaque

at the site and has approached 
the council and historical organ- 
isations, asking for their support. 

“The bombing was the 
Island's biggest wartime 
disaster,” Keith, who now lives 
in Surrey, told East End Life. 


“Most people who lived 
through it are no longer with 
us. But I am hoping there 
are others like myself, in the 
next generation, who would 
support me in asking that a 
plaque be erected in the area 


that was once Bullivant's, in 
recognition of the victims.”

Blaze in Bow flats 

NINE people, including three 
children, escaped from a block 
of flats in Old Ford Road, Bow 
when a fire broke out on 
Saturday, March 15. 

The entrance lobby and lift 
were badly damaged in the 
blaze, which started just before 
midnight. 

Paramedics from the London 
Ambulance Service treated the 
nine people at the scene for 
smoke inhalation. 

Four fire engines were called 
just before midnight and had 
the fire under control by 1am. 
The cause is being investigated. 

Kebab shop fire 

A KEBAB shop was damaged 
in a fire that started at midnight 
last Thursday, March 20. 

Four fire engines attended the 
blaze which was under control 
by 1.47am. 

Fire investigators believe the 
fire started accidentally.

AS development nears 
completion on one of 
the borough’s largest 
housing schemes, key 
partners involved in the 
Ocean Estate regenera- 
tion scheme gathered 
for a tour of the newly 
transformed area. 

The £220 million scheme, 
which has been led by the 
council with East Thames 
Consortium, has seen more 
than 800 new homes built - of 
which half are affordable - and 
1,200 existing council homes 
refurbished. 

£iom has also been invested 
on landscaping improvements, 
including new paved and 
grassed play areas, increased 
street lighting and a new 
parking layout. 

The area has benefited from 
new facilities, including a new 
centre offering a GP service, 
housing services and space for 
community groups.

A TENANT in Bow with a long 
history of drunken and abusive 
behaviour towards her neigh- 
bours has been evicted. 

The 56-year-old woman was 
told to leave her flat in Elton 
House on the Locton Estate 
following complaints by neigh- 
bours spanning several years. 

The decision to evict her was 
made at a hearing at Bow 
Crown Court on February 7. 


MAYOR of London Boris 
Johnson kicked off the 
development of the St 
Clement’s Hospital site in 
Mile End last Thursday. 

The site includes London’s 
first community land trust 
scheme, the East London 
Community Land Trust, 
which is also the UK’s first 
urban CLT. 

Just over 250 homes will be 
built, including 58 social 
rented properties managed 
by Peabody and 23 units for 
the trust comprising one-, 
two- and three-bedroom 
properties. 

Suzanne Gorman, trust 
board member and Tower 
Hamlets resident, said: 

“The ELCLT was born out of a 
campaign by Citizens UK 
who believe that there is a 
need for a different way of 


building homes. The places 
we live should be affordable, 
and the way they look and 
work should be driven by 
local people. Part of London’s 
charm is the diversity of its 
neighbourhoods, that other 
cities, such as Paris, lack.” 

She said her family of five 
wanted to stay in the area 
but could not afford to 
remain in their small, 
shared ownership property. 
“The Community Land Trust 
is the best opportunity we 
have to be able to afford to 
stay here,” she said. 

The trust will determine the 
cost of its homes, starting 
with local wages and 
figuring out what local 
people can afford.

New nurses sought 

BARTS Health NHS Trust is 
running a recruitment drive to 
attract new nursing staff. 

The trust, which manages 
hospitals in east London 
including the Royal London 
Hospital in Whitechapel and the 
London Chest Hospital in 
Bethnal Green, particularly seeks 
to attract Band 5 nurses. 

Recruitment days are being 
held in March and early May 
and candidates will have the 
opportunity to visit the Royal 
London for their interview and 
see what it is like to work in one 
of the trust's six hospitals. 

The events are part of the 
trust's bid to employ 95 per cent 
permanent staff and save 
money by reducing costs of 
agency and bank staff.

THE national Be Clear on 
Cancer campaign is alert- 
ing people to the warning 
signs of lung cancer and 
the need to go to the 
doctor without delay. 

The campaign is being 
promoted in Tower Hamlets to 
help residents recognise symp- 
toms, when cancer is still small 
enough to be treated. The 
earlier lung cancer is found, 
the better the chance of survival. 

Locally, the results of the 
small c campaign to improve 
awareness have shown an 
increase in the number of lung 
cancers diagnosed at an early 
stage and in the number of peo- 
ple who had life-saving surgery. 

Every year, approximately 
100 people are diagnosed with 
the disease in Tower Hamlets 
and around 90 people die from 
it. Cancer Research UK reports 
around 87 per cent of lung 
cancers are caused by tobacco. 

Dr Somen Banerjee, director 
of Public Health Tower Hamlets, 
is urging people to visit their GP 
if they have any of the 
described symptoms: “It is al- 
ways best to visit your GP with- 
out delay as finding cancer 
early improves the chances of 
successful treatment.'' 


Being aware of symptoms is 
key to early diagnosis, so those 
with a persistent cough for three 
weeks or more should see their 
doctor right away. 

Other symptoms can include 
repeated chest infections, cough- 
ing up blood, breathlessness, 
losing weight for no obvious 
reason, or an ache or pain in your 
chest or shoulder that has 
lasted some time. 

Cllr Abdul Asad, cabinet 
member for health and well- 
being, said: “Taking small steps 
towards improving your health 
can minimise your risk by quit- 
ting smoking, staying active, 
reducing alcohol consumption 
and increasing your intake of 
fruit and vegetables.'' 

If you have had a cough for 
more than three weeks, see your 
GP. It could be a sign of lung can- 
cer, or something else that 
needs treatment. Spotting it 
early could save your life.

Men encouraged to be aware 


MEN in Tower Hamlets 
are being encouraged to 
be aware of the symp- 
toms of prostate cancer. 

The charity Prostate Cancer 
UK is running a campaign to 
encourage men to be more 
clued up about the disease as 
part of prostate cancer aware- 
ness month this month. 

Prostate cancer is the most 
common cancer in men, with 
one in eight diagnosed with it 
at some point in their lives. 

Men over the age of 50, those 


with a family history of relatives 
with prostate cancer or breast 
cancer, and black men are more 
likely to get prostate cancer. 

They are encouraged to 
visit their doctor if they have any 
of the following symptoms: 
urinating more often especial- 
ly during the night; difficulty 
starting to urinate; straining 
or taking a long time to urinate; 
feeling that their bladder has not 
emptied properly; and needing 
to rush to the toilet. 

Dr Tania Anastasiadis from 


Tower Hamlets Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG), 
said: “It's really important that 
men know how to recognise 
prostate cancer, and that they 
visit their doctor if they expe- 
rience any of the signs. 

“There are no guaranteed 
ways to prevent prostate can- 
cer, but there are some lifestyle 
changes you can make to reduce 
the risk of developing it.''

The Rights stuff 


News from the 
council's education,

CHILDREN and young peo- 
ple are always at the fore- 
front of what we do. Last 
week saw the start of what 
we hope will be a greater 
use of this approach across 
Tower Hamlets. 

The council launched a new 
commitment, called the the 
Mayor of Tower Hamlets' Char- 
ter of Child Rights, which nine 
organisations, including the 
council, have so far signed up to. 
We hope eventually that every 
organisation that works with lo- 
cal children and young people 
will sign up to the charter. 

The work of every organisa- 
tion working with young peo- 
ple is already underpinned by 
the UN Convention on the 
Rights of the Child, but the 
Tower Hamlets charter lists the 
ten UN articles chosen by young 
people as being most relevant. 

Organisations which sign the 
charter are agreeing to uphold 
all the UN's articles and to pay 
particular regard to those ten 
picked out by Tower Hamlets 
young people. 

These include articles en- 
shrining children and young 
people's privacy, their right to 
meet together, to obtain knowl- 
edge, and their right to a reason- 
able standard of living. 

Another of the articles relates 
to the right to a decent quality 
of education. It goes on to ex- 
plain: “Children should be en- 
couraged to reach the highest 
level of education they are ca- 
pable of and offered the support 
they need in order to fulfil their 
potential.'' 

Never is this more in evi- 
dence than in Tower Hamlets, 
where GCSE results exceed the 
national average and schools 
have a reputation for excellence. 

The achievements of Tower 
Hamlets schools have been 
well-documented but we want 
to improve standards further 
and are looking to the future. 
This is why we are investing in 


ensuring the next generation 
benefit from even better educa- 
tion facilities. 

The new Bow School will 
shortly be handed over to the 
council by developers and stu- 
dents will move across in June. 

The £3omillion, state-of-the- 
art site means the school can 
double its student numbers, 
include girls for the first time 
and open a sixth form. 

It is essential to plan for the 
future in this way. Our bor- 
ough is expanding - and quick- 
ly. Our total roll of primary and 
secondary aged children is pro- 
jected to rise by 40 per cent over 
the next ten years : in total that 
is about 14,000 pupils to find 
school places for. 

Yet this is a challenge we are 
well equipped to meet. Earlier 
this month it was announced 
that more than three-quarters 
of children starting secondary 
school in September have 
gained a place at their first- 
choice school in Tower Hamlets. 

This figure, 78 per cent, is 
the third highest in London 
and an improvement on last 
year. Overall, 97 per cent of 
pupils gained a place at one of 
their top three choice schools in 
the borough. 

This is a very pleasing perfor- 
mance which we know makes 
a real difference to families in 
the borough, and hopefully of- 
fers reassurance that we are well 
placed to cater for the future in- 
creases in school population. 

Our support for families does 
not end there. As a borough, 
safeguarding our most vulner- 
able young people is one of our 
top priorities. This is why we are 
pleased to have recently 
launched a Multi-Agency Safe- 
guarding Hub (or MASH), which 
brings together all the agencies 
involved in child protection un- 
der one roof. This includes the 
police, NHS, probation and so- 
cial services. 

Hopefully the few examples 
listed here of long-term projects 
and of partnerships with oth- 
er organisations give an indica- 
tion of the behind-the-scenes 
work that goes on to help im- 
prove the lives of young people 
and families in Tower Hamlets.

Neighbourhood watch

RESIDENTS living on 
the Aberfeldy Estate in 
Poplar can feel safer fol- 
lowing the launch of four 
new CCTV cameras in their 
neighbourhood. 

The cameras have been 
installed to help the council 
and its partners prevent and de- 
tect crime and anti-social behav- 
iour in the area, in response to 
residents' concerns. 

Since January 1, council CCTV 
operators have enabled 145 ar- 
rests, by either alerting the po- 
lice to an incident, or leading the 
police to a suspect after hearing 
a callout on the police radio and 
identifying the suspect using 
CCTV. The arrests were for a 
range of illegal activity from as- 
sault and robbery to possession 
of drugs. 

In one recent case, a man was 
arrested for possession of an 


offensive weapon, after he was 
spotted by CCTV operators 
wielding a knife in Hollybush 
Gardens, Bethnal Green. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“Community safety is one of our 
top priorities and these arrests 
show how effective CCTV can be 
in helping us to tackle a 
wide-range of crime and anti- 
social behaviour.” 

Deputy Mayor Cllr Ohid 
Ahmed said: “This is a classic 
example of how police and the 
council work together. Neither 
one of us in isolation could 
make this happen, but togeth- 
er we bring offenders to justice.” 

Chief Inspector Tony Gowen 
said: “We recognise the benefits 
of CCTV in our communities and 
see the CCTV system as being 
beneficial to the wider commu- 
nity in supporting police to 
reduce crime and disorder and 
make the Aberfeldy Estate a 
safer place for our residents.”

thanked the services they have come to rely 
on in Tower Hamlets. 

Carrita Vincent, 52, from Bow, has 
suffered from rheumatoid arthritis. She 
spoke about how the debilitating condition 
has affected her life since being diag- 
nosed ten years ago. 

Carita said: "I remember before being di- 
agnosed my joints always felt very sore and 
it would hurt just to get out of bed. I knew 
something wasn't quite right and the 
pain was getting worse so I had to give up 
my job as a secretary. 

"My doctor sent me for a few tests and 
I was later told I had rheumatoid arthritis. 
In the last ten years I have gone from walk- 
ing with a stick to crutches to now using 
an electric wheelchair.”

Carrita added: "Even though it was hard 
at the beginning I have learnt not to dwell 
on the past. You have to be positive and aim 
for goals which you can achieve. Recently 
I went to the cinema with a friend for the 
first time in ages and it was great. I 
arranged the trip myself and will definite- 
ly be doing it again soon.” 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman was keen to speak 
to residents to find out how services like 
Day Opportunities have made a real differ- 
ence to their lives. 

He said: "It has been wonderful to hear 
about residents' experiences and how 
they have overcome adversity, determined 
to live rich and independent lives. I am very 
proud of the services we provide and hope 
residents will access the range of support 
which is available to them.”

History 


BY JOHN RENNIE 


THE death of Tony Benn last week 
saw the departure of one of the big 
figures of post-War British politics. 

Benn was a unique figure. A titled peer 
who fought (and changed) the law to re- 
take his seat in the Commons. A Labour sec- 
retary of state who, unusually, moved to the 
left rather than the right during his lifetime. 
And one who turned his back on the com- 
fortable if frustrating seat of backbench pol- 
itics to go back to the campaigning stump 
in his last years. 

The complex history of Tony Benn in- 
terweaves over and again with the East End, 
and a fusion of politics and religion. 

The East End story of the Benns begins 
with Tony's great-grandfather Julius, a 
congregationalist minister who, in 1851, be- 
gan working with his wife, Ann, at the Lon- 
don City Mission in Stepney. 

The couple eventually opened the Home 
in the East, an institute for homeless boys. 
Disastrous investments saw the minister 
nearly bankrupted, and with Julius now 
working as a missionary with the East Lon- 
don Congregational Evangelistic Associa- 
tion (on a yearly wage of £100 and with 
eight children to support), it took him 17 
years to pay off his debts. 

The story of Julius moves into tragedy 
with the mental disintegration of his son 
William, who in 1883 suffered a breakdown 
shortly after his marriage and spent six 
weeks in the Bethnal House Asylum. 

Julius, now pastor of the Gravel Lane Con- 
gregational Meeting House in Wapping, 
took his son for a holiday to Derbyshire. One 
night, as Julius slept, his son killed him with 
a single blow to the head. William was com- 
mitted to Broadmoor, re-emerging some 
years later into family life as William 
Rutherford... and fathering the much-loved 
film actress Margaret Rutherford, Tony 
Benn's first cousin once removed. 

William's brother John (Tony's grandfa- 
ther) was educated at home in the East End 
by Julius and Ann, perhaps as much by fi- 
nancial necessity as anything else. 

Born in 1850, he first worked as a furni- 
ture designer before moving into publishing 
with the launch of The Cabinet Maker mag- 
azine, the foundation of what became the 
Benn Brothers publishing house. 

John had seen the misery poverty could 
cause, and became involved in East End pol- 
itics, joining the new Progressive Party 
which put forward candidates for the new 
London County Council in 1889, alongside 
Will Crooks and Ben Tillett. 

William Wedgwood Benn (Tony's father) 
later remembered Tom Mann, John Burns 
and other strike leaders meeting in the Benn 
house during the London Dock Strike. 

But in those pre-Labour days, it was the 
Liberal Party to which John eventually ral-

lied, being elected MP for Wapping in the 
general election of 1892. He lost the seat in 
189 6, but won Devonport in 1904, and was 
joined in the House by his 28-year-old son, 
William, in the 1906 general election -the 
young Benn winning back Wapping for the 
Liberals and in the process becoming the 
country's youngest MP. 

William's precociousness set a family 
trend - his son Tony would enter Parliament 
at just 25; he was the 'baby of the house' 
for just one day. 

The Second Viscount Stansgate (later An- 
thony Wedgwood Benn, and eventually 
Tony Benn) would probably have enjoyed 
an unbroken 50 years in Parliament had it 
not been for his unwilling inheritance of 
that title on the death of his father in 19 60 
(he fought a three-year battle to change the 
rules... and won), or for the dissolution of 
his constituency in 1983 (he bounced back 
with a new seat in 1984). 

As it was, in a varied career in cabinet 
(arguing with the Queen about removing 
her head from the stamps, battling pirate 
radio, fighting for Concorde and building 
the Post Office Tower) he managed to 
make his mark while infuriating leaders in- 
cluding Harold Wilson and Jim Callaghan. 

It became fashionable to pigeonhole 
Benn as a zealous evangelist of wacky ideas, 
but his gradual drift to the left showed a 
genuine concern for working class people.

And for veteran Tower Hamlets councillor 
Belle Harris, who saw her share of Labour 
infighting during her years representing 
Bow, one thing has been omitted in the out- 
pouring of eulogies for Benn. 

“The thing that's been missed is that he 
was a democrat,'' she told me. 

“He was criticised for arguing against the 
expulsion of Militant members from local 
parties. It wasn't that he was a supporter 
of Militant - that misses the point - it was 


that he thought that, right or wrong, they 
deserved their say and you couldn't just kick 
them out.'' 

But Benn, as few post-War politicians, 
massively divides opinion. Belle considers 
it bizarre to call on Shirley Williams, who 
famously defected from Labour to form the 
SDP in the Limehouse Declaration of 1981, 
to comment on a man who stuck with the 
Labour Party. But there are many other 
Labour grandees of the time who refused 
to speak about Benn at all - still angry about 
his apparent role in keeping the party from 
office for 18 years. 

When Benn decided not to seek re-elec- 
tion as MP for Chesterfield in 1991, retiring 
from the House of Commons after 50 
years as an MP, he puckishly observed that 
he “wanted to spend more time with pol- 
itics''. It was a wry observation on the cen- 
tralisation of power that had accelerated 
under New Labour, with cabinet margin- 
alised as a presidential style of premiership 
developed, and debate in the Commons be- 
coming all but irrelevant to politics. 

For Benn, who considered Parliament the 
peak of democracy, the fruit of “a radical 
way of thinking that went from the early 
Christians, via the Levellers and so to the 
Labour party'', the neutering of the Com- 
mons was a tragedy. 

And so the former Viscount Stansgate, 
returned to speaking in communities all 
over the country, convinced that real pol- 
itics lies in argument, debate and sometimes 
conflict. Whether addressing meetings on 
the wars in Iraq and Afganistan or the in- 
equities of income distribution, he relished 
encountering audiences diverse in age, cul- 
ture and belief. 

Benn always had a particular affection 
for the East End and, despite being bom into 
the aristocracy, always felt at home. 

When questioned on his class origins in 
an interview with the New International- 
ist magazine, he said: “My grandfather went 
to work at the age of eleven as an office boy 
and ended up as a member of the London 
County Council. 

“My dad was born in the East End and 
was made a peer at the end of his life, 
after being in the House of Commons 
for years. I came up with a middle-class 
background. 

“In a sense, origins don't matter. It's who 
you work for, who you support. That's what 
it's all about.''

At the launch of the charter at the Town Hall 
in Poplar, the biggest round of applause of the 
afternoon greeted a four-minute video, in which 
young people explained the ten rights they had 
chosen to be used on the charter. 

Filmed during the February half-term, it was 
shot at various locations across the borough, 
including St Matthias Church, London Muslim 
Centre, Idea Store Whitechapel, Bethnal Green 
police station and even on the Thames. 

The dozen or so young people involved 
had a great time making it, but as they 
watched it being played to so many influen- 
tial people, it hit home how important a mes- 
sage it conveys. 

“It felt we hadn't just made a movie for the 
sake of making a movie, it was actually going 
somewhere,'' said Tia Night, 17. Cath Smith, head

their opinion and have it taken into account 
when adults are making decisions that af- 
fect them.'' 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman spoke to the cam- 
era at the end of the film, pledging the coun- 
cil's commitment to upholding the rights of 
young people and to promote the charter. 

At the launch event, the mayor became 
the first person to formally sign the charter, 
doing so on behalf of the council. 

He was followed by representatives from 
key organisations including the Met Police, 
schools, NHS trusts, the voluntary sector and 
the housing forum, all of which was wit- 
nessed by a director from UNICEF UK. 

Each of the organisations which signed the 
Tower Hamlets charter will be given copies 
to display in their buildings, to publicly 
demonstrate their commitment to uphold- 
ing the rights of children and young people. 

As Tia pointed out, these posters will 
also serve to inform young people what 
their rights are - an important step in 
ensuring young people are engaged with the 
community. 

“It's not just a piece of paper, it's quite im- 
portant,'' she said. 

“I was happy it is going to go up in schools 
so students can learn about it and say 
'these are the rights we have, we do have 
some power'. 

“I hope it does make a difference. Some- 
times children think they are not getting the 
rights they deserve so this is a good chance 
to say 'you are supposed to have rights and 
here they are'.'' 

Juber Ahmed, 17, from Shadwell, was in- 
volved with the video and was part of the 
group that decided which rights should be 
included on the Tower Hamlets charter. 

He suggested including the right to a qual- 
ity education and of being encouraged to 
reach their potential, which eventually fea- 
tured as the fifth article on the charter. 

Juber, who is studying a BTEC in science 
at Tower Hamlets College, said: “I picked the 




one that was relevant to me and hopefully 
that helps children in the future. People think 
that because you are kids you are not mature.'' 

For Juber, seeing the representatives of lo- 
cal organisations queuing to sign the char- 
ter that he had been partly responsible for 
creating, demonstrated how significant a role 
young people can play locally. 

He said: “To have the mayor and the po- 
lice signing it, was pretty cool. 

“It makes you realise young people can ac- 
tually make a difference. At first it was just 
a small idea and now it's that poster we made 
that is going to be everywhere. 

“It does give kids a voice. Whatever they 
have going on, I think kids don't like saying 
'I think this or that' so I hope these rights and 
the charter make them get their voices across.'' 


At the launch the Deputy Young 
Mayor, Tanvir Raza, was widely praised 
for a stirring speech, which he closed 
with the words: “I am proud to have 
supported the work of the group of young 
people who helped in its creation; and I am 
proud to come from a borough that wants 
to put our rights at the centre of everything 
it does.'' 

Tanvir 's words were not rhetoric - they re- 
fer to a real drive within the council and its 
partners to ensure young people are involved 
in decisions that affect them. 

The Tower Hamlets charter is the latest 
development in the council's partnership 
with UNICEF UK. It is one of six local au- 
thorities from across the UK involved in its 
Child Rights Partners programme, an ini- 
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tiative that aims to put children's rights at 
the heart of public services in the UK. 

Each of the authorities involved has come 
up with its own ways of promoting child 
rights locally The creation of the charter is 
the most prominent of Tower Hamlets' 
initiatives so far. 

Other activities include bidders for services 
for young people having to demonstrate a 
commitment to child rights, young people 
advising on which tenders should be suc- 
cessful and applicants for the Youth Op- 
portunity Fund having to demonstrate that 
they meet one or more of the child rights 
articles before being considered for a grant. 

The idea is that the decisions being tak- 
en by the current group of young people will 
have a lasting effect on generations to come. 


At the launch, Tanvir was asked by a school 
pupil whether the text of the charter would 
be updated in years to come. He said he 
thought it would be a good idea and Juber 
agreed it was a document that would need 
to evolve. 

“Because we are growing up we are not 
going to be part of the youth any more. We 
need to give the new youths a chance to have 
their say/' he said. 

“We are this generation, the next gener- 
ation are coming up and we need to prepare 
the next generation.''

‘Bloke food' and a fish 
dish not to be missed 



Needoo serves hearty platters of ‘bloke food'

IT’S one of those dull days be- 
tween winter and spring that can 
send one’s get-up-and-go running 
for the hills. 

It was on such a day that I decided to meet 
up with two old friends. 

We meet for lunch at Needoo in 
Whitechapel. I had suggested that we 
head for nearby Taayabs but was gently dis- 
suaded and told that I would be more than 
pleasantly surprised at the quality of food. 

Having arrived about 15 minutes late I find 
a restaurant full to the rafters. My two 
fellow posse members are already snugly 
seated, supping deeply from their second 
alcoholic beverage of wheat beer and 
South African Chardonnay respectively. Nee- 
doo is a bring-your-own establishment and 
does not sell alcohol. 

It soon became obvious why Needoo was 
packed on a Tuesday lunchtime. Even 
before ordering, the food being transport- 
ed to surrounding tables was a feast for 
the senses. 

My sense of smell was pleasantly aroused 
- 1 am salivating even now from the mem- 
ory. The food being delivered to tables was 
far from frou frou nouveau/nouvelle fussi- 
ness. The hearty platters being served 
were what might be called 'bloke food'. 

We decided to order fish tikka with 


fried onions, Needoo mixed grill, daal 
baingun (aubergine), karahi gosht (lamb), 
karahi tarka (lentils), daal and palak aloo 
(spinach and potato) with several breads 
for the sauces. 

Our veritable feast arrived at pretty reg- 
ular intervals and was more than a match 
for its competitor around the corner. 

The mixed grill was very good with ten- 
der chicken tikka, more than passable seekh 
kebabs and tasty lamb chops. All were well 
seasoned and worth the visit on their own. 

The breads were lovely, light and airy and 
a perfect carrier for the tastes and flavours 
of the daals. The karahis were all very tasty, 
with the only slight disappointment (and 


I'm being picky here) being the daal bain- 
gun, which was slightly lacking on the 
aubergine front but still very fresh. 

However, the standout dish was the fish 
which came wrapped in a foil parcel and 
looked pretty dramatic. And the taste was 
just wow. 

One would normally expect fish in an 'In- 
dian' restaurant to be overcooked and 
lacking in moisture. At Needoo the fish in 
the parcels was excellent. Very well spiced 
and seasoned and really moist. 

We all agreed to revisit soon to contin- 
ue to explore the menu.

Burger and chips 
with a veg twist 


RECENTLY we welcomed 
30 or so boys from the 
Mile End Community Pro- 
ject to the new Southern 
Grove Centre. 

They knew that we were go- 
ing to share a lunch together, but 
I think they were more than a 
little bit nervous when they re- 
alised it was going to be a veg- 
etarian meal. But as it turned 
out , they needn't have worried. 

The menu was designed to be 
simple and familiar. Spicy pota- 
to wedges, coleslaw and burg- 


ers with tomato ketchup. Ice 
cream and strawberry sauce 
for dessert. 

It was all cooked in our love- 
ly sunny kitchen by local resi- 
dents, with fruit and veg 
supplied by a friendly local 
stall. The boys seemed to enjoy 



Veggie burgers - makes five 

1 tin of pinto or red kidney 1 tbsp rosemary, sage, thyme 
beans or herbes de Provence 

1 onion, finely chopped Olive oil 

Salt & pepper Gram flour 


1. Fry the onion with salt and 
pepper and the herbs. 

2. When the onion is translucent, 
add the beans and a glug of olive 
oil and water to just 
cover the beans in the frying 
pan. Allow the mixture to 
simmer for a quarter of an hour 
or so. The water should evap- 
orate, but don't let the beans dry 
or burn. 

3. Mash or blend the beans 
into a textured paste and put it 


into the fridge for ten minutes. 

4. When it has cooled and ab- 
sorbed the remaining liquid, 
form the mix into patties, a lit- 
tle smaller and thicker than a 
traditional burger. I find it helps 
to do this on a floured board, 
gram flour works best. You can 
also add gram flour to the mix- 
ture if it is still a bit soggy. 

5. You can shallow fry or oven 
bake the burgers, either way 
they taste good.

Youngsters aim for construction career 

A COMMUNITY centre and proper- 
ty industry charity have launched 
a new partnership aimed at help- 
ing young people find opportunities 
in the construction industry.

Health workers may be 
forced out by rent hike 




It is best to sow crops in pots kept in a warm place

HUNDREDS of health 
workers living in proper- 
ties formerly owned by the 
Royal London Hospital 
Trust at reduced rent rates 
are concerned about the 
future after dramatic 
increases in their rent. 

Faced with financial prob- 
lems, the tmst sold Clare Alexan- 
der House in Walden Street, 
Whitechapel to a private land- 
lord in January 2013. 

Last year, the rents went 
up by about 20 per cent and 
in February this year, tenants 
were notified their monthly 
rents would be going up from 
this July. 

One health worker said the 
trust charity charged her rent of 


£565 per month. It was 
increased to £675 in April 
last year and this July it is due 
to go up by about 37 per cent, 
to £900. 

The hospital workers con- 
tacted East End Life saying they 
would either have to find the 
extra money or seek alternative 
accommodation. 

“While we understand that 
commercially, this area is now 
coming up in value, we are 
hospital workers with low, 
often frozen salaries, for which 
such an increase means we 
won't be able to pay for food or 
other necessities," one said. 

The workers, who include 
porters, phlebotomists and 
administrators, said if they 
move out, they would have to 
seek affordable accommoda- 


tion outside London, making it 
difficult to travel to work. 

“This also has other repercus- 
sions: a lot of people might 
not be able to afford the travel 
expenses to get into work every 
day and will have to seek 
alternative employment, 
causing a mass exodus from the 
local hospital," a health 
worker said. 

The residents have formed a 
tenants' council in order to 
discuss their concerns and make 
alternative suggestions to the 
new landlords. 

A spokeswoman for Stret- 
tons, the company managing 
the accommodation on behalf 
of the landlord Cross Property 
Investment, said the landlord 
has carried out a market rental 
evaluation and concludes the 


new rates are still lower than 
rents in the area. 

“Whilst the landlord is under 
no obligation to offer discount- 
ed rents, it is clearly evident 
that the rents being charged are 
significantly lower than market 
rents," the spokeswoman said.

Tips from Cable 
Stzeet Community 
Gazdens 

MARCH may be the busiest 

month for gardeners. 

At long last, the winter 

months are over and it is 
time to plant and sow and pre- 
pare for what we hope will be 
a long summer of bountiful 
crops and sunshine with just the 
right amount of rain - at night 
of course. 

Although we have enjoyed 
plenty of sun recently, it is still 
chilly in the evening. So it is best 
to sow crops such as runner 
beans, marrows, courgettes, 
cucumbers and sweet corn in 
pots kept in a warm place and 
brought into light as soon as 
they start to germinate. 

Fill a i5-20cm (6-8 inch) pot 
with compost to within 3cm 
(1 inch) of the rim. Place two or 
three seeds in each pot and 
cover with about 5cm (2 inch- 
es) of compost. Keep watered 
and bring into the light once the 
seedlings emerge. 

For marrows and cucumbers, 
you can re-pot to leave just one 
seedling in each pot. Peat pots 
can be a useful alternative. 
Place on a seed tray lined with 
capillary matting. 


outdoors 

The pots can then be planted 
directly into the ground or larg- 
er container as the roots will 
grow through. This saves risk- 
ing disturbing delicate root 
structures when transplanting. 

Now is also the time to sow 
a meadow! If you have even a 
small patch of grass which you 
would like to transform into a 
mass of colour and scent which 
will attract butterflies, bees and 
all kinds of insects, cut the grass 
to ground level and rake 
thoroughly, exposing patches of 
bare soil. 

Gently fork over the ground 
before broadcasting meadow 
seed which has been mixed with 
sand to make sowing easier. 
Keep watered and mark the 
boundaries clearly to avoid over 
zealous mowing. 

Meadow seed is readily avail- 
able on line or in garden centres. 
There are two kinds - one for 
annual flowers, which prefer a 
richer soil and which will need 
to be sown each year. The 
other is for perennial plants, 
which prefer poorer soil and 
which can take a little time to 
establish but which will come 
back year after year. 

Whatever you are doing, 
enjoy being outside again and 
getting back to the soil.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents 1 Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents' parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning policy 
was introduced in Tower Hamlets in the late 
1990s to help reduce traffic congestion and 
better manage the limited supply of on-street 
parking spaces. This initiative also helps to 
reduce the level of air pollution from motor 
vehicles and encourages more people to 
walk, cycle and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help you 
get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be able 
to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's blue 
badge or are eligible under the Permit Transfer 


Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at social rented 
housing residents. The criteria for the PTS is as 
follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit per 
household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car parking 
permit for at least 1 year prior to moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible under 
the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof of 
PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including a 
duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes or 
housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 1 0 scratchcards per year. For permit

Joshua, a pupil at the Stephen 
Hawking Special School in Lime- 
house, was born six weeks 
prematurely and a lack of 
oxygen resulted in extensive 
brain damage 

He can get help from special- 
ist charity the Bobath Centre in 
north London, but this comes at 
a price - £3,810 for a two-week 
block of physiotherapy. 

With the help of charities 
and fundraising, Joshua's par- 
ents Tara and David Haroon 
have managed to fund five 
blocks of Bobath therapy, but 
they need money to continue 
the programme. 


Lesley, who runs classes at Sir 
John Cass School, Stepney, and 
at Stebon Primary School, Bow, 
is going to run in the Marathon 
and is keen to get Tower Ham- 
lets businesses to support the 
fund-raising. 

“This is the second time that 
I will have run the London 
Marathon," she said. 

“One of my own children 
was also born premature at 
just 23 weeks so this is a cause 
very close to my heart. 

“I have been friends with the 
Haroon family for many years 
and have taught all of their chil- 
dren to swim at some point or 
another at Sir John Cass Sec- 
ondary School. 

“ I want to do all I can to raise 
money for Joshua so he can con- 
tinue to receive this treatment."
